midw.u- Between Lake Kric and the 
Ohio ' ,vrr, cast of the center of the 
Stat'-, pud lies wholly in the great 
b'tumhious coal field, which extends 
Irom Western Pennsylvania and West 
YiiginU across Eastern 
Ohio, and 


terminates not far beyond the Western 
boundary of the county. The surface 
of the co'.u.ty, outside of the broad 
fertile villrvs of the Tusauawas, Wai- 
hondmj.', and Muskinginn rivers and 
their tributaries, is generally rolling, 
and in some parls is rough and hilly, 
but the soil is very productive, and 
needs but ordmarv rare and cultiva- 
tion to produce abundant crops. This 
it will be noticed, 
is somewhat ex- 


ceptional; for, as a usual thing, the soil, 
in mineral regions, is so 'poor thai 
general (arming is not ronutnorative, 
and after the timber is removed from 
the land it canonly be profitably oc 
cupied for pasturage. 


From the earliest settlement until 


the present time, agriculture has been 
the main stay of the inhabitants of the 
county, 
All of 
theij 
wealth 
and 


prosperity, with a few exceptions, has 
depended 
upon 
the crops raised 


by the farmers; and from the large 
surplus annually nroduccd and sold,a 
large majority of these have bccoine 
independent, and. none but the indo- 
lent and incapable are heard to com- 
plain.

But that which must eventually 


prove to be the greatest source of 
V/ealtl) to tlje county, lies lu'ijdei) b,e- 
low- the sin face of these fertile fornvs, 
where millions of tons of b ack dia- 
monds are locked up, waiting only for 
the sturdy blows of the miner's pick 
to turn them into millions of dollars. 


In his report of the survey of this 


county, the State 
Geologist says: 


'•That portion of the coal measures 
found in Coshocton county, pom,- 
prises, altogether, th.e seven qr eight 
coal beds in the'lower half of the 
series; but only a small number o 
these occur of workable dimensions iiif 
the same vipinity, and it is not often 


„ that more than 
one bed has been 


opened and mined in the same hill or 
neighborhood. 
Every farm in the 


county, that lies above the Waverly 
strata, contains one or more of tho.se. 
coal beds honepth its surface; and. 
those localities that contain the upper- 
most beds, also contain all the lower 
ones."

"By observing how rare it is for two 


workable beds to be found in the same 
locality, and how seldom any bed at 
all is worked below the sixth bed of 
the series, it can hardly be safe to es- 
timate the total average distribution of 
the workable coal in the county, at 
much more than the thickness of this 
ono bedj and this taking into consid- 
eration the probability that some of 
the lower beds will yet be worked be 
low the level of the valleys, where their 
range is unbroken, 
It is to be hoped 


that the lowest bed of all, about which 
very little is now known, may be found 
as productive and valuable as it is in the 
counties to the north', in which event 
the estimate given above would prove 
Jop Iqw," 


A. careful reading of this geological 


report, shows that the survey of this 
county was not sufficiently thorough 
to determine the number of workable 
coal veins in the county. 
Hut by tak- 


ing its revelations and the knowledge 
gained from the discoveries of persons 
not connected with the survey, the

veins have been discovered in tha 
snme hill. (;oal bed No. i, better 
known as the Briar Hill vein, has 
been found in several different parts 
of the county, and it is believed by 
competent

found by slwl'img to underlie near 
ly all of the county. 


The vein which has been generally 


worked, is known to geologists as No. 
6; which throughout this region main- 
tains a wonderful regularity, 
in dif- 


ferent portions of the county other 
veins have also been opened, and in 
most of them the coal has been found 
to be of excellent quality. 


These coal veins are all nearly hori- 


zontal; cropping out at the base, or 
on the .sides of the hills, and the coa) 
is mined and removed to the surface 
by drifts or tunnels, 
The 
mines are 


easily worked, drained and ventilated, 
and accidents causing a loss of life 
to 


the miners have been 
of rare occur- 


lence, 


Mines have been opened and work- 


ed in nearly all parts of the county to 
supply the local demand, and a large 
amount of coal has been mined by a 
few companies, and persons operating 
within a short distance of the town 
of Coshocton, and at two or three 
points on the Ohio Canal; but the 
great bulk of these magnificent coal 
lands are practicably undeveloped and 
unexplored.

CHEMICAL TRSI'S 


The following comparison of the 


chemical analyses of Coshocton coal, 
the celebrated Briar IIill coal, and 
cord from the best known voin of the 
Hocking Vtvlloy region, taken from 
the report of the State 
Geologist, 


shosvs that Coshocton coal 
IK richer 


in fixed carbon and produces more 
heat to a given quantity than either of 
the others: 
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The sample of 
Gqshooton 
coal 


used in the above analysis was not 
picked out Ibr the purpose, but was 
taken by the geologist without con- 
sultation with any person; and it may 
be taken as n,n average of the quality 
of ihc bituminous coal in tho county. 
That it is not above the average is 
certain,, as will be shown by the fol-r 
lowing report made by Edward R. 
Taylor, S. B.,No. 182 Ontario street, 
Chemist of the Cleveland Rolling Mill 
Company, to the Morgan Run Coal 
and Mining Company, of an analysis 
of two samples of coal taken from the 
lands of that Company, about three 
tT)i)e$ east of the tqwn, 
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"I should look upon this sample of 


coal as useful for a variety of purposes. 
The small amount of sulphur appar- 
ent would commend it for the working 
of iron, 
A beautiful light colored 


ash, small in quantity, not liable to 
clinker in its use for domestic and 
steam purposes, and the moderate 
quantity of volatile matter commend 
it especially for the latter, on account 
of cleanliness.—KUSVARD R. TAYI.OU.'' 


A PRACTICAL TEST.

Coalport and one at Concsville, five 
and six miles respectively south of Co- 
shoclon, and one or two mines on the 
Ohio Canal, a short distance south of 
Roscoe.

year has 
been pro- 


cured . but as the demand Ibr Coshoc- 
ton coal has always been greater than 
the operators were able to supply, it is 
fair to presume that the mines have 
been worked to their full capacity.

The Union Mine, located Iwo miles 


south ol Coshocton, 
is owned 
and 


operated by the Union Coal and 
Mining Company. 
One-half of the 


capital stock of this company is held 
by persons in the Slate of New York 
and the other half by the JMossburg 
Coal Company, which also owns and 
controls the Blossburg coal mines in 
Tioga county, Pa., the largest biluini 
nous colliery in the country, 
I,. W. 


Robinson, the Superintendent of the 
Union mine, resides 
in 
< oshoclon. 


Krom the mine to track of the P. C. 
& Hi. L. Railway, a distance oC over 
half a mile, a standard guage railroad 
track is laid, and the railroad cars are 
loaded by chutes at the mine. 
The 


present capaci'.y ol the mine is 2500 
tons per month; and the mine is being 
developed as fasl as possible to 
in- 


crease the capacity to 5000 tons per 
month, for which there is a market 
all the time. 
At the junction of the 


trade from the mine with the track of 
the P. C. & St. L. Railway, has been 
erected the most complete station lot- 
coaling the locomotives of thejiailway 
that exists anywhere along its lines. 
The Union Coal and 
Mining Com- 


pany own twenty railroad cars, which 
with a large number belonging to the 
railway company, arc used 
in the 


transportation of itscoal to the differ- 
ent markets. The Connotton- Valley 
Railway will run -vithin five Hundred 
foot of this mine, and 
arrangements 


will be made as soon as the road is 
completed, to ship coal to ( leveland 
and other lake cities. 


The Rock Run mine, three miles 


S nith of ('oshocton. is operated by 
David 1 larris & ('o. 
The mine is 


situated near the P. (\ & Si L, Rail- 
way track, and has a capacity of 50 
IOIIK per day. 


The CoalpoK 
mine, 
live miles 


South of Coshocton, is operated by 
F. N. Jtorncs & Co, 
Us capacity is 


about one hundred tons per day. 
This mine is so situated that its coal 
can be sent to market by boats on the 
Ohio cnnal, or on the cars of the 
P, C.&St. L. Railway, 


The 
Conesville, mine, six miles 


South of Coshoclon, can furnish one 
hundred Ions of coal per day. 
It is 


operated by_ Davis & Co. h, like the 
Coalporl mine, has facilities for ship- 
ment by both canal and railway 
This company own three railroad cars 
and have ten leased cars.; which to- 
gether with a number of cars furnished 
by the railway company, are con- 
stantly employed in the transporta- 
tion of coal, 


A short distance south of Roscoe on 


the Ohio Canal, two mines arc open- 
ed; each wilti a capacity of about fifty 
tons per day. 
One of these is operat- 


ed by W. G. Mofflt, and the other by 
Miller & ,V edley. 
During the sum- 


mer a considerable amount of coal is 
shipped from here by the canal, and 
in the svintpr season the product of 
these mines is disposed of in Coshoc- 
ton and Roscoe. 


This enumeration includes all the 


mines in ihe county where coal is 
taken out for shipment. 


The bulk of the t;oal consumed in 


Coshoclon for 
manufacturing and 


domestic purposes, is mined within a 
short distance of the eastern corpora- 
tion line of the town, 
The operators 


are W. G. Hay, whose mines have a 
capacity of seventy-five tons per day; 
W, R If.aH & Sons, capacity seventy- 
five tons per dayj Joseph H. Robson, 
capacity f\fty tcins'per dayj John L,, 
Davis, capacity fifty tons per day. 
Some coal is also sold to consumers 
in town from the chutes of the Home 
Coal Company. 


The price of this coal varies a little 


with the change of seasons, but the 
average price for which it is delivered 
to consumers in all parts of the town 
! is about as follows: 
First-class Iqmn, 


$1.75 per tonj nut, $1,95 per ton; 
slack} 33 cents per ton. 


In all of the manufacturing estab 


lishmcnts in Coshocton slack alone is 
used for the generation of steam. It 
is also used in the heating furnace's of 
the Coshocton Iron & Steel Works, 
and in all of these establishments it if 
commended as a reliable a^d econom- 
ical fuel. 


CANNEL COAL. 


Thus far we have only written o 


the magnificent beds ot bituminous 
coal; but in various parts of the coun- 


i ty arc known to exist rich deposits o 
the best cannel coal ever discoverec 
in the United States, The best known 
and the only veins of thii coa| 


have ever been regularly opened and 
worked, are in Bedford and 'Jefferson 
townships, about ten miles north-west 
of the town of ('oshocton. 
The veins 


are from five to seven feel in thick- 
ness, and the coal is very rich. 
In 


his first report, the 
Slate Geologist 


makes the 
following mention of these 


valuable deposits: "I formerly made 
analysis of all the cannel coal then 
known in Ohio. 
1 found none that 


contained less than ten per cent, of 
ash. 
Tho Flint Ridge contains twelve 


per cent; the purest of the Coshoc- 
ton county cannel, contains only ten 
per cent; the Canfield nineteen per 
cent., while cannel coat from Darling- 
ton, 
just cast of Ihe line of Pennsyl- 


vania, contains fiom 
twenty-eight to 


fifty-two per cent of earthy matter 
and an average of thirty-five per cent, 
The latter is now largely mined and 
sold at a price but liulu below that of 
our bcsl varieties." 


"In Coshocton county this seam of 


coal acquires unusual importance in 
Hcdford and Jefferson townships. Jt 
is divided into several benches, and 
its maximum thickness is seven feel; 
and the best poi lions arc as pure as 
any cannel coal J have seen in Ohio." 


The testimony of the State Geologist 


in 
behalf of 
the coal of 
all grades 


in 
this county, is 
strong 
indeed; 


and in the present undeveloped con- 
dition 
it 
seems wonderful that so 


much could be said. 
The out crop 


of the cannel coal has 
been found 


in 
many 
different reclions 
of 
the 


county; but no mines 
have 
been 


opened, and none of the coal tested, 
so far as known, oxcenl .is before 
staled, 
in 
Uedford 
township tmd 


Jefferson township. 
Hut 
there 
is 


every reason to believti that other 


ds equally as rich do exist, and 


will eventually be developed.

per cent, of metallic iron found In the 
lame Kind of oro irom Tuscarawan 
county, where thla, the most valuabl.- 
of all iron ores, has been mined nnri 
worked for many years, ia 32 40, as Is 
shown In the Geologist's report.

This 
being the most central railroad point

floats on the water. The early set- 
tlers collected large quantities of this 
oil by skimming it from the water, 
and used it for medicinal purposes. 


When the excitement caused by the 


discoveries of oil in Pennsylvania was 
at its height, a number of companies 
were organized and obtained leases 
in different parts of the county, and 
for a time boring for oil was prosecut- 
ed with vigor. 
A number of wells j 


were commenced in Franklin town- 
ship, but in none of them was oil 
found in paying quantities, 
The 


stockholders becoming discouraged, 
refused to pay assessments, and the 
wells were abandoned. Persons who 
have since that time visited other oil 
regions are convinced that the wells 
sunk in this region were not properly 
located, for the reason that the men 
who had charge of the work were 
lacking in the experience necessary to 
qualify them for their positions, and 
that this locality will, beyond a doubt 
yield large quantities of oil if mtelli- 
gently explored. The oil found here 
isaheavylubricatmg oil of superior 
quality, and from surface indications 
tt must exist in large quantities some- 
where in the earth, from which it 
oozes out so freely. 


A number of wells were also sunk 


w New Castle township, where sur- 
face indications of the existence of 
oil were discovered, bui oil could not 
be found in paying quantities. Two 
of these wells located about a mile 
from the villages of Walhondmg and 
New Castle, struck gas, which has

Discoveries In Germany. 


An interesting account of tho discov- 


ery of valuable manuscripts at Ravel is 
given in tho Riga, Zeitung, It was pro- 
posed to refit an apartment on the 
ground floor of tho Hotel do Viilo, to 
serve as an additional receptacle for tbe 
city archives, Bur. on examination it 
was found to be filled almost to tho cell- 
ing with manuscripts and books, tho 
bulk of whioh belonged to tho eigh- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries, while 
some thousands of them dated from the 
sixteenth, very many from tbe fifteenth, 
century. The most valuable among 
them was perhaps a collection of munic- 
ipal account books and similar doctr. 
monts. Hitherto only a few of tho old 
city books of this onco famous Hanso 
town woro believed to exist: but about 
forty of them, of all kinds, ranging 
from tbe fourteenth to tho sixteenth 
century, have hero boon brought to 
light. Books of all kinds, such as wore 
kept probably only in tbo middle ages, 
aro here represented,—accounts of tbo 
municipal lime-kilns, mills, exchange 
of coins, exchequer receipts, beginning 
with tbo year 1482, registers of incom- 
ing ships, with abstracts of their bills of 
lading (from the beginning of the fif- 
teenth century), port duos, lists of clti- 
tens, records of inheritances, ledger of 
receipts from succession duties, record 
of letters of convoy, several letter-books 
(ono of which ranges from 1383 to 
1426), and others, for the end of tho fif- 
teenth and beginning of tbo sixteenth 
century. Among the other treasures 
here discovered ia tho chronicles of 
Dunamunde, long believed to be lost, 
and a manuscript belonging to the mu- 
nicipal archives of Lubeck.

Oast Away In the Paclflo* 


Th« Advonturos of a flark'o Orow Who Passed 
twcnty-rivo day* In Open Boat*. 


The latest report of a rnarino disaster 


is that gathered from tho surveyors oi 
tho abandoned British bark Brookvllle 
brought to this port by tho stoamor 
Mexico, which arrived from Mazatlan 
Tho castaways consisted of John Lono-, 
tho master; Robert Thoman,tho first of- 
ficer; and fifteen hands. Thoy woro ta- 
ken in at Capo Lucas, which thoy reach- 
ed on tho 20th of September, after hav- 
ing boon twenty-five days at sea in two 
open boats. From James Wilson, able- 
seaman, who formed ono of the crow of 
the mate's boat, the following story oil 
the adventures after tho crow had loft 
tho bark has been obtained: 


"I got into tho longboat with First 


Ofliccr Brown. Tho boats kept ton-oth- 
er till wo arrived at Santa Rosa IsTand. 
All wo had was a biscuit and a half, 
and a pint of water each. On tho 
island wo found plenty of water, nnd 
wo drank so much of it that it mado us 
sick. Thoro wore no animals there; on- 
ly a thick growth of prickly pears. In 
tho night largo turtles camo up on tho 
beach, and wo caught those and got 
eggs, and boiled tho prickly pears, 
There was plenty of fish and birds, 
which wo also captured and ate. Wo 
boiled tho turtle moat and oggs and pufc 
thorn in tho boat, and on the 18th, I 
think it was, sir, wo started for the 
mainland. Tho turtle oggs and meat 
kept for three or four days without salt. 
After wo woro out two clays wo parted 
from tho captain's boat, aa sho sailed 
faster than ours, and 'ppn my word we 
felt lonesome, as you 'understand, sir, 
Wo thought, because sho was an old 
boat, that sho was gono to Davy Jones' 
looker. Tho mate, after tho turtle moat 
gave out, only allowed us a biscuit and 
a half a day. Wo had to pull during 
tho twelve days' trip a good deal, and 
it was dreary work, hut, on an empty 
stomach. 
I was sick a good deal o' the 


timo, and many times whon tho night 
was dark I gave up tho whole of us as 
lost. 1 almost wished myself back with 
tho two cats wo had loft on Santa Rosa 
Island, or rather who had loft us thoro 
to tako after tho birds. 


"On tho day after syo sighted land wo 


woro completely out of provisions, I 
think, whon tho mate sighted a big tur- 
tle lying asleep on tho top of tho water. 
Ho ordered tho boat stoorod right to- 
ward him, and Potor Williams tho sail- 
makor, stood in tho bow and caught 
liim very handily and landed him in tho 
boat. Then thoro was nothing to cook 
him In; but hungry men, sir, soon IIml 
a way. Wo just cut him up and cook- 
ed him in his own shell, 
very handy, 


ohP That's tho kind of gamo to catch— 
Lho sort that brings a stovo on its 
back." 
And for tho first timo during 


ho recital tho shipwrecked sailor laugh- 
ad immoderately at his own joke.

think, we sighted a stoamor and mado 
signals with rockets, but sho put out 
hor lights and loft us.

$1 a pound, and everything olso in tho 
same ratio, I could givo you many such 
incidents regarding tho social lifo of our 
army oflloors on tho "frontier," and Iho 
ollloial

scouting—.scouting—scouting — Winter 
aud Summer, Spring and Fall. My doar 
sir, thoro is not ono person in ton' thou- 
sand of our population knows anything 
about tho hardships and self-denials 
which our littlo army undergoes, and 
many think it is all holiday work, wear- 
ing lino clothes and living on tho fat of 
tho land, Tho lifo of a lino officer on tho 
frontier is enough to wear out any man 
in twenty yoar.<r active and continuous 
service. Yot tho country needs it, and 
patriots do it—for, aflor all, what is tho 
reward P I am sure it is not a big thing 
financially, and it docs seem hard that 
wo havo to pray and beseech so hard for 
what wo do got.
